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1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims 1- 
14,17,20 have been allowed in view of applicant's remarks and the amendment filed on 
09-30-05 Claims 15,16 ,18 and 21-28 and 31 have been allowed because claim 15 
recites the rejection system having a rejection conveyor positioned in communication 
with the plurality chutes of diversion chutes. Claim 31 also recites the step of guiding the 
diverted items to a rejection conveyor. Claim 21 recites a dispensing method where 
there is the measuring of a physical characteristic of the dispensed items. There is the 
delivering of the items to and holding the items within a holding chamber. There is the 
directing of the items within a predetermined range of the physical characteristics from 
the holding chamber to a container chute. There is the diverting of the items of which is 
greater than or less than a predetermined range of the physical characteristic from the 
holding chamber to a diversion chute. Claim 18 recites a dispensing system having a 
rotary vibratory dispenser with a plurality of dispensing paths. The dispensing paths are 
vibrated. There is a sensing unit to measure a physical characteristic of the items. There 
are a plurality of container chutes and a plurality of diversion chutes.
